Evrros Oraniox : Since Prof. Hotson's
clenr stitements about certain delusions in
last week’s CranionN, I have learped that at
last one worthy ciitzen of the Siate has
henrd other delusive statements regaurding
the University, which amount to this, that
there has been a serious “lalling off in the
attendance” upon the University, and that
this isdue to the*“great dissipation and im-
morality”’ among the stodents, and the
grent ammount of dronkenness 1o Oxford,
“although o \T.Til:li"\' rr\_»hibi!uwn town.”

It iz & fundamental mistake to say that
the attendunce at the University haa fallen
off.  Be it remembered that there has been
some sort of & preparatory department at
the Universily every year since the late
war, and in some vears previous to that
period. Now an exsmination of the fig
ares in the eatalogues on file shows the fol-
lowing fucls about attendance, law students
nol being counted because the law-school
has not alweys been in operation ;
